The biopolymer markers were previously 
drawn to sequences comprising the recited peptides. The amendment filed 9/16/05 requires the claims to read on sequences "consisting 
of the recited sequences. This change raises new issues for consideration and search. Specifically the claims must be considered for 
utility (101) and enablement (112, 1st). Accordingly the amendment will not be entered. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants contend that the prior art cited under 
35 USC 102 does not anticipate the instant invention because they teach sequences "comprising" SEQ ID NO:1 or SEQ ID NO:2. This 
arguement was carefully considered but not found persuasive because the amendment to change the scope of the claims after final (filed 
9/16/05) has not been entered.
